mand fo r wheat can be judged by the fact that 
Argentina is no w asking $5 .9 0 a bushel, in American 
do llars, and getting it. In the circumstances, Ameri­ 
can wheat is a bargain at the highest price so far 


reach ed 
... 
So it is do ubtful that Euro pe's requirements win 
fall sufficiently , in the near future, to make much 
difference. 
It is equally do ubtful that the Washing­ 
to n administratio n will decline to meet tho se re­ 
quirements. But the traders ev idently were co nsider­ 
ably shaken bv the go v ernment’s anno uncement. 
It is do ubtful that the upward trend will be 
resumed so o n. But if it is. co nsumer resistance to 
so aring fo o d prices, as urged by v ario us public 
figure s 
in the last few day s, sho uld be reso rted to , altho ugh 
there is a tendency to belittle its effectiv eness. Of 
co urse, there may be so many facto rs influencing the 
rise that such a mo v e wo uld fail. But it pro v ed a 
stro ng deterrent after Wo rld War I. 
Then, as no w, the Department o f Justice to o k 
step* beginning a crusade against pro fiteering and 
illegal price fix ing, fo r President Wilso n believ ed thal 
was the majo r cause o f the rise. 
Despite the campaign, prices co ntinued to mo unt 
until the Spring o f 19 2 0. 
By midsummer o f that 
y ear, ho wev er, co nsumers had o rganized a widespread 
campaign to stay away fro m sto res until prices were 
bro ught do wn. 
The Massachusetts Federatio n o f Wo men’s Clubs 
reso lv ed to sto p buy ing ev ery thing ex cept necessaries, 
and its ex ample was fo llo wed by wo men’s o rganiza­ 
tio ns ev ery where. Then the department sto res be­ 
gan anno uncing ho rizo ntal reductio ns o f 10 to 2 0 
per cent in all prices. Befo re Autumn, the po st­ 
armistice bo o m had giv en way to depressio n. 
Unparalleled co nsumer inco me and demand, which 
hav e co mbined to bo lster the present high price 
lev el, certainly sho uld also co nstitute an effectiv e 
cushio n against depressio n. But if the general trend 
o f prices after Wo rld War I is repeated no w, co n­ 
sumer resistance may be a mo re decisiv e influence 
in bringing abo ut a co rrectio n than any actio n taken 
by the federal go v ernment.

YMPH glands tend to congre­ 
gate in specific areas of the 
body and can often be felt as 
shotty 
nodules 
beneath 
the 
sk in of the neck , groin, and a rm ­ 
pits. Deposits are som etim es noted 
along the back portions of the chest 
and abdom en, where they follow’ the 
course of the large blood vessels. 
T he lym ph system is an im portant 
aid in com bating infection and also 
plays a role in the m anufacture of 
certain blood cells. 
Should the glands enlarge, 
som e­ 
thing is usually wrong and fortu­ 
nately the cause is not always seri­ 
ous. W hen the throat becomes in­ 
flam ed 
or 
tonsilitis 
ensues, 
the 
nodes on the side of the neck be­ 
come puffy and occasionally tender. 
Infection in a finger provok es a 
sim ilar reaction in the glands of 
the 
arm pit. 
A fter 
healing 
tak es 
place, the structures m ay not re ­ 
turn to norm al size, as in some in­ 
stances a residual thick ening re ­ 
m ains. 
Swelling m ay occur lik ewise in 
the presence of certain generalized 
ailm ents. In G erm an measles, the 
glands in the back of the neck can 
be felt. Now and then this is the 
first sign of the disease and p re ­ 
cedes the rash by several hours. In 
infectious m ononucleosis (glandular 
feveri a som ew hat sim ilar situation 
exists. 
A nother group of m ore disturbing 
abnorm alities associated w ith e n­ 
largem ent of the lym ph glands in­ 
cludes 
leucem ia, 
lym phosarcom a, 
and H odgk in's disease. Diagnosis is 
m ade by studying the blood and 
bone m arrow and rem oving a gland 
lo r m icroscopic 
exam ination. 
In 
the early stages the feelin of well 
being is rarely decreased and —es­ 
pecially in Hodk inY 
good health 
m ay be m aintained for years. In 
tim e, however, anem ia, 
weak ness, 
and m alaise re sult Involvem ent of 
the surface glands produces no dis­ 
com fort. but when those deep in the 
chest or abdom en become so size­ 
able 
as 
to 
crowd 
neighboring 
structures, a host of m anifestations 
is 
encountered. 
Pressure 
on 
the 
windpipe, for exam ple, m ay inte r­ 
fere w ith breathing or bring on a 
dry. hack ing cough. 
In the past. X -ray therapy and 
the use of arsenic were the only 
w eapons available to com bat these 
m aladies. D uring the last few years 
two additional products were in­ 
troduced tha t are being investigated 
extensively. One is the m ustard gas 
of 
W orld 
W ar 
I. 
fam e. 
It 
was 
thought originally tha t this poison 
affected only the sk in and m ucous 
m em branes. L ater the discovery was 
m ade tha t the activity of the blood 
form ing organs and the intestinal 
tra c t was depressed. 
In addition, the grow th of cancer 
cells was inhibited to some ex tent 
w hen it was adm inistered to c a n­ 
cerous mice. T he tum ors dissolved, 
but in a certain percentage they 
returned . T he m aterial was 
nex t 
given to two individuals w ith lym ­ 
phosarcom a, who exhibited trem en­ 
dously swollen glands, and a m ark ed 
shrink age followed. Since then it 
has been adm inistered to hundreds 
of persons suffering from m alignan­ 
cies and allied disorders. T he ef­ 
fect is m ost noticeable in Hodg­ 
k in s disease. T he enlarged glands, 
spleen, and liver become sm aller, 
fever subsidies, and m any seem to 
regain strength. The therapy is not 
curative, but helps to alleviate sym p­ 
toms. 
T he second preparation is a sim ­ 
ple chem ical, ethyl carbam ate 0 ure­ 
thane» . It has been used m ainly m 
leucem ia and some cancers. It a f­ 
fects the blood cells chiefly and, 
lik e m ustard gas. causes the in­ 
volved tissues to 
shrink . 
N either 
substance has been perfected and 
side reactions are freq uent. On the 
other hand, a new field has been 
opened because of their relationship 
to other products. It m ay be tha t 
continued research along this line 
will supply the answ er in the tre a t­ 
m ent of neoplastic conditions.

YMPH glands tend to congre­ 
gate in specific areas of tho 
body and can often be felt as 
shotty 
nodules 
beneath 
the 
skin of the neck, groin, and arm­ 
pits. Deposits are sometimes noted 
along the back portions of the chest 
and abdomen, where they follow the 
course of the large blood vessels. 
The lymph system is an important 
aid in combating infection and also 
plays a role in the manufacture of 
certain blood cells. 
Should the glands enlarge, some­ 
thing is usually wrong and fortu­ 
nately the cause is not always seri­ 
ous. When the throat becomes in­ 
flamed or tonsilitis 
ensues, 
the 
nodes on the side of the neck be­ 
come puffy and occasionally tender. 
Infection in a finger provokes a 
similar reaction in the glands of 
the armpit. After healing 
takes 
place, the structures may not re­ 
turn to normal sire, as in some in­ 
stances a residual thickening re­ 
mains. 
Swelling may occur likewise in 
the presence of certain generalized 
ailments. In German measles, the 
glands in the back of the neck can 
be felt. Now and then this is the 
first sign of the disease and pre­ 
cedes the rafeh by several hours. In 
infectious mononucleosis (glandular 
fever) a somewhat similar situation 
exists. 
Another group of more disturbing 
abnormalities associated with en­ 
largement of the lymph glands in­ 
cludes 
leucemia, 
lymphosarcoma, 
and Hodgkin’s disease. Diagnosis is 
made by studying the blood and 
bone marrow and removing a gland 
for microscopic examination. 
In 
the early stages the feelin of well 
being is rarely decreased and—es­ 
pecially in Hodkinto 
good health 
may be maintained far years. In 
time, however, anemia, weakness, 
and malaise result Involvement of 
the surface glands produces no dis­ 
comfort. but when those deep in the 
chest or abdomen become so size­ 
able 
as 
to 
crowd 
neighboring 
structures, a host of manifestations 
is encountered. Pressure on th* 
windpipe, for example, may inter­ 
fere with breathing or bring on a 
dry, hacking cough. 
In the past X-ray therapy and 
the use of arsenic were the only 
weapons available to combat these 
maladies. During the last few years 
two additional products were in­ 
troduced that are being investigated 
extensively. One is the mustard gas 
of World War I. fame. It was 
thought originally that this poison 
affected only th* skin and mucous 
membranes. Later the discovery was 
made that the activity of the blood 
farming argans and the intestinal 
tract was depressed. 
In addition, the growth of cancer 
cells was inhibited to some extent 
when it was administered to can­ 
cerous mice. The tumors dissolved, 
but in a certain percentage they 
returned. The material was next 
given to two individuals with lym­ 
phosarcoma. who exhibited tremen­ 
dously swollen glands, and a marked 
shrinkage followed. Since then it 
has been administered to hundreds 
of persons suffering from malignan­ 
cies and allied disorders. The ef­ 
fect Is most noticeable in Hodg­ 
kins disease. The enlarged glands, 
spleen, and liver become smaller, 
fever subsidies, and many seem to 
regain strength. The therapy is not 
curative, but helps to alleviate symp­ 
toms. 
Tim second preparation is a sim­ 
ple chemical, ethyl carbamate (! ure­ 
thane). It has been used mainly in 
leucemia and some cancers. It af­ 
fects the blood cells chiefly and, 
like mustard gas. causes the in­ 
volved tissues to shrink. Neither 
substance has been perfected and 
side reactions are frequent. On the 
other hand, a new field has been 
opened because of their relationship 
lo other products. It may be that 
continued research along this line 
will supply the answer in the treat­ 
ment of neoplastic conditions. 
ACID IN STOMACH

a person has too much hydro­ 
chloric acid in the system?

Probably nothing, as many indi­ 
viduals with more than their quota 
are not aware of the surplus.

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Cut In Grain Exports And 
Its Effect On High Prices 
Grain prices have fallen sharply on the exchanges 
on the heels of a Department of Agriculture an­ 
nouncement that grain exports in November will be 
SS per cent below the October allocation—and 43 
per cent below the monthly average for the Ju ly 
October period. 
This merely corroborates what most persons have 
been saying for many months—that rising prices of 
food were caused by huge shipments to other 
countries. 
Decrease In grain and wheat prices is good news 
lo the housewife, to whom the steady rise in prices 
during recent weeks has been cause of concern. It is 
encouraging to read, too, that while traders expected 
a cut in foreign grain shipments they did not expect 
Butte go big a slash. Poodbly this surprise will 
dampen speculative ardor in the future. 
Yet it is hard to see how the basic situation has 
bean changed. Europe, thanks to Russian machin­ 
ations, drought and a general unwillingness to work, 
Is woefully short of food. This government remains 
committed to a policy of feeding Europe. The de­ 
mand for wheat can be judged by the fact that 
Argentina is now asking 16 JO a bushel, in American 
dollars, and getting i t In the circumstances, Ameri­ 
can wheat Is a bargain at the highest price so far 
reached. 
So it is doubtful that Europe’s requirements will 
fan sufficiently, in the near future, to make much 
difference. It is equally doubtful that the Washing­ 
ton administration will decline to meet those re­ 
quirements. But the traders evidently were consider­ 
ably shaken by the government's announcement. 
It Is doubtful that the upward trend wUl be 
resumed soon. But if it is, consumer resistance to 
soaring food prices, as urged by various public figures 
In the last few days, should be resorted to, although 
there Is a tendency to belittle Its effectiveness. Of 
course, there may ba so many factors influencing the 
rise that such a move would fail. But it proved a 
strong deterrent after World War L 
Then, as now, the Department of Justice took 
steps beginning a crusade against profiteering and 
illegal price fixing, for President Wilson believed that 
was the major cause of the rise. 
Despite the campaign, prices continued to mount 
until the Spring of 1910. By midsummer of that 
year, however, consumers had organised a widespread 
4»mmp»ifv> to stay away from stores until prices were 
brought down. 
The Mu— ahumUs Federation of Women's Clubs 
resolved to stop buying everything except necessaries, 
and He example was followed by women's organiza­ 
tions every whale. Then the department stores be­ 
gan announcing hortaontal reductions of 19 to 20 
per sent In all prices. Before Autumn, the post- 
armlstice bo— had given way to depression. 
Unparalleled consumer Income and demand, which 
have combined to bolster the present high price 
Jew!, certainly should also constitute an effective 
cotillon against depression. But lf the general trend 
of prices after World War I Is repeated now, con­ 
sumer resistance may be a more decisive Influence 
In bringing about a correction than any action taken 
by the federal government.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Only America Could Produce LaGuardia; Always Broke, He Always Thought Of 
The Underdog; Was A Great Quipster; Big Ambition Was To Go To Senate 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON—I have written 
revere! thousand words about Fio- 
rello LaGuardia while he was liv­ 
ing; but, even though I can’t do 
Justice to him, I should like to 
write one mort column now that he 
has reached the end of the road. 
LaGuardia is hard to write about 
because his life was so full, ms 
character so varied. He was either 
on the crest of the wave or down in 
the dumps, either chasing fire en­ 
gines of driving gangsters out of 
New York, either spending millions 
feeding Europe or nursing nickels 
to keep a roof over his head. 
I have been sitting a t the type­ 
writer, trying to describe LaGuar­ 
dia but I'm not equal to it. 
Letting my mind run back over 
the years—there was LaGuardia the 
Congressman, getting in the hair of 
both parties, fighting always for 
w hat he thought was right, always 
on the side of the underdog. Those 
were the carefree days when Fio- 
rello used to cook spaghetti in Bob 
Allen s kitchen, and when as a Joke 
on my old friend Captain Eugene 
Regnier, military aide to Secretary 
of State Stimson. I induced La­ 
G uardia to tack an amendment on 
the W ar Departm ent sop opriauon 
bill providing th at “no money shall 
be expended for the 5’ tory of a 
military aide to any civilian mem­ 
ber of the Cabinet.** Stimson, who 
had a week spot tor military fold­ 
erol. nearly had a flt 
Later we 
withdrew the amendment.

Grows; MacArthur In Picture

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 — The 
presidential boral for general Eisen­ 
hower keeps growing without any 
encouragement from the General. 
There is no evidence yet which 
party the World War II commander 
affiliates with, and it conceivable 
that in 1948 the Democratic Party 
might seriously consider him. 
After all, the Republicans have an 
abundance of candidates but there 
is a dearth of material on the 
Democratic side. There is even con­ 
siderable difficulty finding a vice 
presidential candidate. It could be, 
too, that President Truman will 
surprise everybody by choosing not 
to run. He hasn’t yet said be would 
mn. 
General Eisenhower would be a 
“natural” for the Democrats. They 
need a spectacular candidate. Mr. 
Truman is at present strong enough 
to get the nomination, but there is 
no telling what the situation will be 
next summer. The President is the 
kind of man who would not run if 
he felt It would not be to the in­ 
terests of his party. 
Genera] Eisenhower will be re­ 
garded as a good vote-getter be­ 
cause his name is so well known 
and because he is a popular per­ 
sonality. but unless he picks a party 
soon, he will hardly qualify for 
either nomination. 
Hoover** Care Recalled 
It will be recalled that Herbert 
Hoover in 1920 was popular because 
of his record as food administrator 
in World War I. The “New York 
World,” which was an independent 
and liberal morning newspaper with 
an influential editorial page, urged 
Mr. Hoover for the presidency on 
either ticket. Hr. Hoover had sec­ 
onded President Wilson's ill-fated 
appeal for a Democratic Congress 
in November 1918, so many Repub­ 
licans considered him a Democrat. 
Anyway, his reluctance to choose 
between the parties resulted in only 
a handful of votes being cast tor 
him at the Republican national 
convention in 1920 when Harding 
was nominated. 
By ,1928. Mr. Hover’s friends re­ 
cognized the importance of identify-

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 ONB)—A 
city-wide celebration was touched 
off in Brooklyn late tonight when 
the Dodgers backed into the Na­ 
tional League pennant as a result 
of Chicago’s 6 to 3 victory over the 
■econd-place Bt. Louis Cardinals. 
Flatbush fans would have pre­ 
ferred to have seen their beloved 
Bums clinch the flag through a 
Brooklyn victory rather than a St. 
Louis defeat. But the Dodgers were 
Idle today and a pennant is a pen­ 
nant, so the city-wide uproar set 
In the very second the final St. Louis 
batter was retired. 
This is Brooklyn’s fourth pennant 
since the turn of the century, but 
the first since IMI. 
Prexy Branch Rickey was largely 
responsible for Brooklyn’s success 
this year because of the gambles he 
took in inserting untried rookies in­ 
to the line-up. 
Just one day before the opening 
of the season, Rickey rocked the 
baseball world by making Jackie 
Robinson, who had hit .349 for 
Montreal in 1946, his regular first 
baseman. Robinson, the first negro 
player in the majors, justified Rick­ 
ey’s faith by becoming UM "rookie 
of the year." 
Rickey came up with another 
youngster, Spider Jorgensen, 
at 
third base, and a crackerjack pitch­ 
er in Harry Taylor. 
The Dodgers were leading the 
league early in May but found 
themselves in fifth place late in that 
month when the New York Giants 
were making their great run. Then 
the Dodgers started to climb. 
They were up in first place on 
the night of June 26 and again on 
the night of July 4, traditional half­ 
way milestone. They lost the lead on 
the (th but regained It July 6th and 
held it ever since, a remarkable 
period of unbroken supremacy for 
the National League. 
Ralph Branca was the ace of the 
pitching staff in those critical June 
and July days. His three-hit win 
over Boston gave the Dodgers the 
leqd on July 6, and then came 
through with two more victories. 
His triumphs touched off a win­ 
ning streak of seven straight which 
made Brooklyn’s drive look really 
serious. 
The Dodgers hit their peak when 
they knocked over the Cardinals 
three times in % row from July 29 
through the 31st. 
These wins stretched Brooklyn’s 
winning streak to 13 straight. 
A Brooklyn slump and a sustain­ 
ed fterriinai spurt in August whittled 
the lead of the Dodgers to 346 
games. Branca was faltering at this 
point, but Vie Lombardi and Hank 
Behrman took up the pitching bur­ 
den MMT in September the Brooks 
drew away from the fading champ- 
lone rapidly. 
The actual coup de grace came 
en the Dodgers’ last Western trip 
when they took two out of three 
from the Cards. 


We really arent the first to i n ­ 
dict the Dodgers will win fit 1948. 
Branch Rickey predicted it two or 
three years ago, and repeated the 
prediction last spring. He had set 
1946 as the climatic year in his long- 
range building program. 
He had not given up on this year 
last spring, but he would not have 
been disappointed if his Dodgers 
bad failed to make the grade. 
"In 1948 we’ll have no excuses." 
he remarked. "This year we might 
do it, but I’m not planning too heav­ 
ily on it." 
He had pointed out, among other 
things, that the Dodgers lacked a 
clutch pitcher, a stopper, a guy who 
could go in there to stop a losing 
streak, who wasn’t afraid to put 
everything he had on the ball when 
the count was three and two on a 
batter. 
Well. be came up with a pretty 
good clutch pitcher in Ralph Bran­ 
ca. At least the pitching as a whole 
was good enough to win, and that 
was all that was necessry. 
Rickey’s emphasis is on youth, 
and, although he has very capable 
veterans in gents like Pee Wee 
Reese, and Pete Reiser, who are not 
too old themselves, he gradually is 
working young fellows into the line­ 
up. And you can bet he will continue 
to do so. 
We thing the Cardinals are going 
to have to do to much rebuilding 
to make them a threat next year. 
They stood pat this year, so are at 
least a year behind the Dodgers in 
the rebuilding program. 
Besides, 
we arent so sure that the Cardinal 
farms will produce too rich a crop 
this year. 
If there had been play­ 
ers who could have helped the par­ 
ent club, they most certainly would 
have been summoned. 
Giants May Be T m h 
We’d pick the Giants right now 
as the team which might give 
Brooklyn the most competition next 
year. If Mel Ott should come up 
with a couple of good, nine-inning 
pitchers he might have a team which 
would be really tough. 
The Giants have youth, tremen­ 
dous power, and speed. 
Johnny 
Mize and Walker Cooper aren’t kids 
any more, of course, but there is no 
reason to believe they havent some 
more good years ahead of them. 
The Red Sox may come back as 
contenders if they get pitching, but 
right now we cant see them improv­ 
ing more than the Yankees will Im­ 
prove.
